The cause of the fire, which orig in­ 
ated in the Langen com pany’s base 
ment, is not known.

stock rooms, is owmed by L. S. A yres j 
& Co.

The state fire m arshal’s * 
assistant had little difficulty in tracing 
the attem pted arson to its source, al­ 
though no official 
announcem ent of 
who made the attem pt may be forth­ 
com ing for the reason that the attem pt 
wras u n su cce ssfu l and there is no In ­ 
diana statute covering attem pted ar­ 


son. 
The Investigator found that someone 
had emptied about fifteen gallons of 
kerosene over kindling, then had built 
a train of powder as a fuse to the ker­ 
osene. 
W h en the match was applied, 
however, the powder blew up, thus 
severing the fuse, and the kerosene 


w as not ignited. 
P a rt of a barrel of crude oil had also 
been poured out to add fuel to the fire 
w’hen it was started.

A sum m ary of the school funds of 
the state and the counties also w as in­ 
cluded in the report. 
It showed that 
the total of school funds in Ju n e, 1913, 
was $11,559,885.16 and the net increase 
over the previous year in the school 
funds to that 
date had been $123,- 
914.98. 
The am ount of the common 
school fund3 of the state not safely In­ 
vested is $15,788.99, according to the 
report, w hile the total amount of the 
common school fund is $9,0 t9,190.ss.

Mending W ithout Sewing. 
Here is a simple and efficacious way 
of mending a tear, three cornered or 
otherwise, in an article of clothing: 
Place the cloth flat on a table and 
smear a little white of a raw egg all 
around and over the tear on the re­ 
verse side. 
Now cut a piece of linen 
(a handkerchief will do) a little larger 
than the tear and place it over the 
rent so that it adheres to the white of 
egg. 
Then get a hot iron and simply 
press it. without ironing, over the lin­ 
en. The linen will adhere firmly to the 
cloth and will not come off even if 
washed. Tile rent in the material will 
now be almost invisible on the outside, 
and the mending will last as long as 
the dress or suit.—London Answers.
